WHAT  IS  BARBERSHOPPING? 


BY  P.  W.  JACKSON 


In  music,  as  in  other  things,  there  are  as  many  forms  of  ex- 
pression and  nuances  of  tcnai  meaning  as  there  are  participants 
therein.  Music  has  been  in  every  land  and  language  since  the 
beginning  of  man.  It  is  the  vibrant,  essentialiy  natural  voice  o^' 
every  emotion,  every  feeling  and  depth  of  sensory  perception  to 
wliich  we  humans  are  subject.  There  have  been  in  music  al; 
classes  and  types  of  expression.  Epic  music,  operaiic  tones  liglb 
and  scintillating  dance  music,  fclb  tunes,  naiicnal  characteriza- 
tions with  accompanying  instrumenlai  identities,  and  pure  vocal 
exuberances  ...  all  these,  and  countless  others,  have  been  a 
part  of  music  for  centuries.  Music  has  helped  to  siiape  the 
destinies  of  men  and  nations,  of  every  land  and  every  people— 
there  have  been,  in  history,  no  exceptions. 

In  America,  back  in  the  sporadic,  ebullient  but  colorful  and 
Iradition-packed  1890's,  a distinctive  form  of  music  was  tremen- 
dously in  vogue.  Tonic  and  satisfying,  it  was  as  American  as 
apple  pie,  and  it  was  heard— to  the  great  benefit  of  its  listeners— 
everywhere.  It  belonged  to  that  gay  era  of  horse-hair  sofas,  plush 
parlors  and  fringed-fop  surreys.  It  was  a national  habit,  and  a 
healthy  one.  It  was  Barber  Shop  Quartet  Harmony.  Despite  its 
name— the  exact  origin  of  which  is  still  somewhat  obscure— it 
was  not  confined  to  the  ornate  tonsorial  establisliments  of  that 
period.  It  could  be  heard  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of 
the  land,  on  street  corners,  under  gas-lit  lamps  and  in  drawing 
rooms  and  billiard  parlors  — anywhere  that  musical  or  vocal 
males  would  gather.  Neither  urban  or  rural,  it  was  universal. 
If  had  no  geography.  Then,  in  the  crowded,  breathless  progress 
that  came  with  the  early  1900's,  this  deeply  satisfying  and  really 
great  American  mode  of  melodic  expression  became  less  and  less 
in  evidence,  for  some  still  unexplained  reason.  It  was  just  "ono 
of  those  things." 


This  unhappy  state  of  affairs  continued,  more  or  less  generally 
until,  in  1938,  an  inspired  attorney,  O.  C.  Cash,  of  Tulsa,  Okla- 
homa, invited  a fev/  friends  to  his  home,  one  memorable  evening, 
lo  sing!  They  met,  they  sang,  and  they  loved  it.  This  portentous 
gathering  marked  the  birth  of  what  is  now  known  by  the  altogether 
imposing  title  of  the  Society  for  the  Preservation  and  Encourage- 
ment of  Barber  Shop  Quartet  Singing  in  America,  Incorporated. 
It  has  grown,  as  any  such  genuinely  good  thing  must  grow,  until 
now  only  in  its  tenth  year  ol  established  being,  the  Society  num- 
bers some  550  individuol  chapters,  with  a national  memberslilp 
of  more  than  40,000  enthusiastic  proponents  of  lliis  truly  American 
brand  of  vocal  legerdemain. 


This  sweeping  revival  of  barber  shop  quartet  harmony  has 
immeasurably  improved  it,  of  course.  It  is,  today,  on  exact  science 
and  has  all  the  perfection  that  any  form  of  musical  expression 
deserves,  plus  the  natural  robustness  that  so  particularly  distin- 
guishes it  and  is  so  purely  its  own,  It  is  still  growing  and  will 
continue  to  grow.  Because  it  is,  at  once,  the  medium  of  tonal 


expression  and  emotional  outlet  for  so  many  tliousands  of  Amer- 
ican men  from  every  conceivable  walk  of  life.  Architects  to 
coologists.  short  men,  fot  men,  tall  and  lank,  old  and  young,  rich 
cna  pcor  alike— tliey  are,  every  one  of  them— harbershoppers. 
They  all  wear  the  same  camaraderie  and  share  the  some  Ic=>llow- 
siiip  that  every  membe!  o!  this  distinctive  Society  enjoys.  There 
IS  not— nor  can  tiiere  be— any  more  truly  democratic  organization 
anywhere  in  the  world.  It  knows  no  reliaion,  no  creed,  no  politics 
— U lias  no  social  strata  and  practices  no  prejudice  nor  discrimina- 
tion. Its  only  quaiilicaiions  are  the  elemental  requiromonts  of 
character,  a pair  of  lungs  and  llio  desire  to  sing.  It  Is,  of  course, 
a man's  organization— a tradition  that  has  hold  since  its  incoplion! 
Tile  ladies,  bless  their  hearts,  have  tried  to  assomhle  the  oqulva- 
lent  of  an  auxiliary  organization  several  times.  They'vo  almost 
succeeded  on  occasion  but,  thus  far,  the  Notional  Society  remains 
an  all-male  aggregation.  There  are.  it  is  true,  sovornl  fomlnlnc 
quaiteis  tiiroughoul  the  coiuilry  who  sing  baiber  shop  songs  in 
feminine  liariiiony.  WoVo  been  fortunate  enough,  in  fact,  to  have 
presented  on  this  program  ono  of  Ihoso-  -an  nll-fominine  quartet 
from  Sheboygan,  Wisconsin,  Iho  Cliordollos.  They  aro  oulataiKl- 
inq  and  they  do  a swell  job.  Wo  llko  'om.  They  oiithrnll  uh. 
They  appeal  lo  us,  as  burberahoppors-  bill  Ihoy  still  ociii’t  come 
to  our  nioelliigs. 


Louisville  hua  laid,  in  the  lust  lliroe  years,  ono  ol  (he  must 
significxinl  demonslrcillons  of  llu‘  plionumenul  iiiowth  ol  barber 
3ho|jplng  lliol  lias  boon  nolod  uiiywlioro  In  tlio  i-oimlry.  In  July, 
1945,  a group  of  IricmclQ  uaaomhlocl  ul  the  Imnio  ol  F.  W.  Dry- 
brough.  It  was  a slniiku  gulhorliuj  lo  lliul  In  Tiiluu,  aovcm  years 
earlier.  For,  by  tlio  end  of  Iho  afternoon,  Iho  Loiilavillo  Chuplor 
of  Iho  S.P.E.B.S.O.S.A.  was  in  oxlulonco  wllli  33  churlor  mnniboro, 
the  first  such  chaplor  in  Koiitucky.  From  tlio  beginning,  tlio  chap- 
ter has  gone  through  its  lliird  year  with  ril  presonl,  192  active, 
enthusiastic  members.  Each  of  Its  nieetinqa,  on  the  first  and  third 
Mondays  of  every  month,  atiracia  many  vlsllors,  most  of  whom 
return  anotlier  lime  lo  become  members.  Darborshopping  lias  ci 
contagious  appeal,  Tho  Louisville  Chajjlor  chorus,  of  nearly  100 
male  voices,  is  among  the  finest  anywhere.  It  hciu  fostered  and 
developed  many  outstanding  quarlola,  among  which  tho  Kentucky 
Troubadors  liuve  been  pre-eminent  and  are  Iho  presont  Kentucky 
champions.  The  entliuslasm  and  devotion  of  the  momborshfp  of 
the  Louisville  Chaplei  aro  a splendid  Iribulo  lo  Iho  loadorshlp  of 
ils  officers  and  directors  and  a filling  lealimonlo]  to  Iho  cjonluu 
and  ability  of  ils  mualcal  director,  Bob  Islrig.  Tiioy  aro,  loo,  true 
manifeslations  of  (he  spirit  of  Harbor  Shop  ffcirinony  and  ovory- 
iliing  that  the  S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A.  Blands  for. 

Louisville  has  bocome,  very  ejenorouaJy,  "Barber  Sliop"  con- 
scious and  wo,  of  the  Louisville  Chapter,  unile  in  oxprosuing  our 
deep  appreciation  for  your  wliolehorjrlod  cipprohallon  arid  aupport.

One  Good  Lead  to  Another 

When  the  Louisville  Chapter  started  in 
July,  1945,  it  elected,  very  wisely,  Fritz 
Drybrough  as  its  President.  His  place  in 
the  activities  of  Louisville  was  an  impor- 
tant one;  his  interests  were  many  and 
varied  and  he  was  a busy,  busy  man.  He 
put  all  the  dynamic  energy  that  was  so 
characteristic  to  him  fully  behind  this  new 
activity,  to  the  lasting  benefit  of  the  organ- 
ization at  large  and  the  Louisville  Chapter 
in  particular.

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The  Siory  of  the  Beginning  of  the  Louisville  Chapter 

The  Louisville  Chapter  of  the  Society  for  the  Preservation  and  Encouragement  of  Barbershop  Quartet 
Singing  in  America,  Inc.,  started  casually  on  the  afternoon  of  July  1 1th,  1945,  at  the  home  of  F.  W.  Drybrough 
who  had  invited  a couple  of  dozen  of  his  friends  to  listen  in  on  some  "Barber  Shop"  quartet  harmony  and  talk 
over  the  possibility  of  forming  a local  Chapter.  Twice  the  number  of  friends  came,  including  ferry  Beeler, 
president  of  the  Evansville,  Indiana,  Chapter. 

That  same  afternoon,  the  Louisville  Chapter  of  the  S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A.  was  born,  with  33  charter  members. 
The  chapter  has  grown  by  leaps  and  bounds  until  the  Rosier  now  shows  a membership  of  192  active  mem- 
bers. The  original  officers  of  the  Louisville  Chapter  were:— F.  W.  Drybrough,  President:  Rudy  E.  Fritsch,  1st 
Vice-President;  Chas.  Allen  Gage,  2nd  Vice-President;  Jack  Byrne,  Secretary  and  Editor  of  "Harmony  Swipes"; 
John  "W.  Kelley,  Treasurer,  Adolph  Reullinger,  Director,  and  Jerry  Everbach,  Director.  Its  charter  was  pre- 
sented officially  on  June  10,  1946,  by  Owen  C.  Cash,  National  Founder  of  the  Society,  at  an  impressive  cere- 
mony in  the  Henry  Clay  Hotel  Ball  Room.

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The  Story  of  "The  Pittsburghers" 

The  PITTSBURGHERS,  crowned  international  champions  at  Oklahoma  City  in  June  of  this  year,  have  been  singing 
together  for  the  past  20  months.  They  sang  first,  together,  on  New  Years  Eve,  January,  1947.  The  favorable  re- 
sult influenced  their  decision  to  go  into  constant  and  sincere  rehearsal.  They  have  developed  a particular  affec- 
tion for  fast,  "bouncy"  numbers,  rather  than  the  slow  songs  used  by  most  quartets.  How- 
ever, harmony  accuracy  is  not  sacrificed,  as  each  chord  is  worked  out  in  very  slow 
tempo  at  first  and  then  speeded  up  to  the  desired  rhythm.  Consistent  rehearsal  is 
foremost  in  the  minds  of  the  PITTSBURGHERS.  Of  the  90  days  preceding  the  contest  al 
Oklahoma  City,  the  PITTSBURGHERS  were  together  86  days. 

HARRY  (Chummy)  CONTE — tenor.  Chummy,  like  the  other  three  members,  has  been 
singing  as  long  as  he  can  remember.  A graduate  of  the  University  of  Pillsburqh,  ho 
taught  languages  for  a time,  then  decided  to  study  pharmacy.  Realizing,  however,  thal 
ihis  type  of  work  would  cut  into  his  time  as  a barbersltopper, 
he  gave  it  up  and  went  into  outside  employment.  Al  the  pres- 
ent time,  he  is  in  the  Production  Dept,  of  the  Westinghouse  Air- 
brake Company  at  Wilmerding,  Pa.  While  he  describes  himself 
as  "the  world's  weirdest  tenor",  he  nevertheless  sings  a re- 
markably true  tenor  and  has  lire  ability  to  blend  well  in  the 
high  ranges. 

THOMAS  (Tommy)  PALAMONE — lead.  Tommy  is  the  "worry-wart"  of  the  outfit.  Be- 
cause he  carries  the  pitch-pipe  and  most  generally  establishes  the  rliythm,  he  worries 
himself  silly.  This  is  highly  unnecessary,  however,  because  Tommy  has  almost  perfect 
pilch  and  an  unusually  fine  sense  of  rhythm.  He  has  a very  sweet  load  voice  and, 
lor  this  reason,  he  is  used  to  a great  extent  in  front  of  a "hum"  background.  Mciniod 
and  the  father  of  two  fine  youngsters,  he  is  employed  as  a Production  Clerk  (or  the 
Union  Swilch  & Signal  Co. 

WILLIAM  (Bill)  CONWAY — bass.  Bill  had  been  singing  In  choral  groups  in  live  Plllfl- 
burgh  section  for  a number  of  years  but,  once  exposed  to  Barborshopplncj,  it  did  not 
lake  him  long  to  become  entirely  converted.  Bill  is  a whiz  on  a ''pump"  basa  and  Is 
featured  a lot  in  this  manner,  He  really  keeps  a song  moving  and  novor  tiros  ol 
rehearsal.  Employed  as  a District  Representative  for  tho  Life  Saver  Company,  hla 
work  lakes  him  out  of  town,  but  lie  llilnks  nolldng  of  driving 
100  miles  just  to  gel  in  an  hour’s  rehearsal  wltli  the  quartet. 


lOHN  (Jiggs)  WARD— baritone.  Employed  by  the  Veloran'a 
Administration  in  Pittsburgh,  John  is  a Marine  veteran  of  llio 
Iwo-Jima  campaign.  He  sang  overseas  with  the  Fifth  Marine 
Division  Quarlel,  of  which  Tim  Weber  of  the  FAKERS  from 
Detroit,  sang  tenor  and  Bob  Holbrook,  of  Ihe  Chordbusters,  sang 
lead.  Married,  he  has  one  daughler,  Kathleen,  nine,  who  never  misses  a parode  if  if  Is 
at  all  possible  for  her  to  be  there.  In  fact,  Kathleen  knows  every  quartet  in  the  Society 
and  [heir  members  names.  Her  favorite  quartet  is,  we  understand,  the  PITTSBURGHERS.

The  Story  of  the  FIRESIDERS  and  the  KENTUCKY  TROUBADOURS 


The  Louisville  Chapter  has  fostered  many  quartets  from  among  its  membership  during  ils  busy  existence.  Two  of  these,  both  of 
which  were  heard  in  tonight's  performance,  are  outstanding. 

The  youngest  of  these,  the  Firesiders,  are  approaching  the  peak  of  a brilliant  rise  in  Barbershopping.  Originally  organized  last 
year,  they  entered  the  Kentucky-Indiana  regional  contest  when  they  were  only  one  month  old,  as  a quartet,  in  May  1947.  They  emerged 
from  the  seasoned,  high-ranking  competition  at  Indianapolis,  in  seventh  place  among  21  quartets  from  the  district.  They  decided  to  go 
on  to  greater  heights,  and  rehearsed  hard  and  diligently.  Soon  they  were  in  demand  at  social  functions,  service  clubs,  church  organi- 
zations and  business  conventions,  and  their  popularity  grew  with  each  appearance.  Then,  the  sudden,  tragic  passing  of  their  bass, 
Jasper  Hodson,  arrested  their  meteoric  progress,  and  the  Firesiders  ceasted  to  function  as  such.  In  March,  1948,  one  Frank  Shephard 
joined  the  Chapter,  and,  before  long,  he  could  be  found  in  corners  with  Paul  and  Johnnie,  matching  his  booming  bass  to  their  capable 
voices.  The  Firesiders  began  to  appear  once  more  at  Chapter  meetings  with  a succession  of  new  songs,  arranged  by  the  facile  hand  of 
Paul  Ditto,  their  baritone.  In  July,  a new  lead  joined  their  group,  and  they  were  off  to  a now  start.  They  climaxed  this  by  coming  home 
from  this  year's  Indlana-Kentucky  District  meeting,  In  October,  'way  up  at  the  lop,  in  second  place,  over  21  quartets,  again!  They 
placed  higher  in  this  contest,  than  the  Varsity  Four,  from  Lafayette,  Indiana,  which  was  one  of  the  fifteen  finalists  In  the  National  Compo- 
lilion  last  June.  In  this  capable  group,  the  Louisville  Chapter  may  well  liave  lire  possibility  for  a future  National  Cliamplonl 

In  the  fall  of  1938,  the  Mother  of  Sorrows  Catholic  Church,  Louisville,  organized  and  staged  ils  first  minstrel  slrow  and  tho  choirs  of 
several  Catholic  Churches  were  combed  for  talent.  This  search  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  an  interlocutor,  a double  quartet  and  six 
end  men.  The  praise  of  this  group  was  high  and  its  members  received  so  mucli  enjoymenl  from  tliis  new  venture  that  thoy  decided  to 
stay  together  and  present  bigger  and  better  shows.  Thus  was  born  the  Troubadour  Minstrels. 

They  arranged  many  shows  for  charily,  some  of  which  took  them  to  cities  as  far  as  50  miles  from  Louisville.  Then  the  war  broke 
out  and  one  by  one  the  Troubadour  Minstrels  was  dissovled  until  only  four  men  remained,  These  four  are  now  known  as  tho  Kentucky 
Troubadours.  For  a period  of  about  a year,  this  organization,  in  turn,  was  reduced  to  two  mon,  the  olhor  two  having  gone  into  the  arniod 
forces.  After  the  war,  the  Kentucky  Troubadours  were  reorganized  and  are  now  an  active  Barbershop  Ouarlol,  apponrlng  on  numorous 
S.P.E.B.S.O.S.A.  Quartet  parades  in  various  sections  of  the  Middle  West.  Last  summer,  they  were  featured  on  a Paiado  at  Charlovoix, 
Michigan,  some  700  miles  from  Louisville.  Last  winter  they  appeared  on  Parades  at  Terre  J-Iaulo,  Brazil,  East  Clilcago,  Evansville,  In- 
diana, and  Charleston,  Illinois,  garnering  even  more  of  the  honors  and  acclaim  which  always  accompany  lliolr  appearances. 

Theirs  is  a gracious,  seasoned  harmony,  which  emanates  almost  effortlessly  in  a blend  that  Is  all  but  porfecl.  Tho  Troubadours  aro 
faultless  performers  and  gentlemen,  and  they  command  a spot  In  the  collective  heart  of  tire  Loulsvlllo  Chaplor  tlial  lu  singularly  Ihnlr 
own.
